The Applicant states "Georga fails to disclose holding a first transaction message responsive to a determination that the first transaction 
message has a dependency on a preceding non-completed transaction message." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. In succession 
dependencies (Section 2.1), one transaction is held if it is supposed to be executed after another transaction. The determination of the 
dependency is made by the specific system of where the transactions come through. Furthermore, "A transaction execution begins when 
a transaction object execution begins when a transaction object receives an invocation 

message from the application" (Page 21). Thus, Georga discloses, "holding a first transaction message responsive to a determination that 
the first transaction message has a dependency on a preceding non-completed transaction message.". 
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
